Collector Reports Many Pages 
of Records During McClung 
Tenure of Office Missing 


REQUESTED EXPLANATION 


A. E. Blaser Says Warden Failed 
to Reply to Letter—Prosecu- 
tor Circulates Petition. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May %.—Petitions 
to State Auditor John P. Gordon, re- 
questing an audit of the books of Cole 
County, of which Jefferson City is the 
county seat, were prepared this morning 
by Prosecuting Attorney David W. 
Peters, after he had received a report 
from County Collector A. E. Blaser that 
many pages had been cut from the tax- 
collection records for a period before 

he entered office. 

Peters said the circulation of the peti- 
tions would be begun this afternoon. 
To be mandatory the petitions must tne 
signed by 300 citizens of the county. 

Collector Blaser exhibited to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter a letter he had writ- 
ten to Warden D. C. McClung of the 
penitentiary, who also is chairman :f 
the Democratic State Committee, and 
who was Collector of Cole County for 
one period covered by the collections, a 
record of which had been cut from the 
tax books, and for another of neariy 
five months for which he could find 20 
entries in the cash book. 

McClung Does Not Reply. 

In this letter Blaser asked an explaiaa- 
tion of the missing records. 

“Although I wrote to McClung Jan. 26. 
1918, soon after I took charge of the 
cffice,”’ Blaser said, ‘‘I have not yet re- 
celved an answer. I met McClung on the 
street some time after I wrote the let 
ter. He then told me he didn’t know 
anything about the missing records.” 


The cash book of the collector’s of- 
fice, which, under the system of book- 
keeping, is supposed to contain @& 
record of all money received, was 
shown to the Post-Dispatch reporter 
by Blaser. 

The cash book for 1918 starts with 
page 49. It shows that many preced- 
have been cut from the 
book. Blaser said that he had ex- 
amined all the books in the office and 
could find no record of any collec- 
tidns from Jan. 1, 1918, to March 26, 
1918, the date the first entries ap- 
pear in the mutilated cash book. 

Text of Letter to McClung. 

Blaser’s letter to McClung, a copy 
of which he said he retained and 
which he exhibited, read as follows: 

“Jefferson City, Jan. 26.—Mr. D. C. 
McClung, Warden penitentiary, Jef- 
ferson City, Mo.: 

“Dear Sir.—I have been unable to 
find in this office any entries in the 
cash book for the period beginning 
with March 1, 1911, and ending with 
July 20, 1811, Neither have I been 
able to find any entries 'n the cash 
book for the period beginning Jan. 
1, 1918, and ending with March 26, 
1818. There do not appear to be any 
receipts on file in this office from the 
county and State treasuries for funds 
turned over to them by the Collector 


of this county during the years 1911, 


1912 and 1918, 

“In view of the fact that you were 
Collector of this county during the 
periods above mentioned, I would 
thank you very much to advise me at 
your very earliest convenience what 
became of the Treasurer's receipts 
above mentioned and also where I can 
find the entries that should have been 
made in the cash book during the 
resceptive periods above set out. 

“Your prompt reply will be great- 
ly appreciated. 

"Very respectfully, 

“A. E BLASER.” 

Thinks Records Can Re Restored. 

Blaser said that the missing records 
probably could be restored by an expert 
accountant, as he believed there wers 
receipts or memoranda in the office to 
supply the missing information, but that 
he was not sure about it. He said that 
all reports and other records of the of- 
fice were compiled from the cash book. 

Blaser became collector Jan. 15, last, 
succeeding F. Guy Chinn, who had 
served from March, 19132. Chinn suc- 
ceeded McClung as collector when Mc- 
Clung became Warden of the penitenti- 


ary early in Gov. Major's administra- 
tion. 


The signers of McClung’s bond as col- 
lector are Jefferson City citizens. They 
are Sam B. Cook, presicent of the Cen- 
tral Missouri Trust Co., former Secre- 
tary of State, and an active Democratic 
politician; Lester & Parker, formerly 
& penitentiary contractor and a director 
of the Bankers’ Trust Co., which is in 
the hands of a receiver: G. A. Fischer 
a druggist; James A. Houchin, a peni- 
tentiary contractor, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor 1n 
1912, and an active Democratic poll- 
ticilan; J. F. Moerschel, a brewer: C. ¢ 
Carson and Ernest Simonsen. 

Efforts to reach McClung and Chinn 
this morning for statements as to their 
knowledge of the condition of the rec- 
ords were unsuccessful, neither being in 
his office. 

Prosecuting Attorney Peters this 
morning attempted to influence Bla- 
ser not to permit a reporter to ex- 
emine the records and not to give the 
reporte ra copy of the letter to Mc- 
Clung. The prosecutor said that he 
had no knowledge of the exact cop- 
dition 6f the records and thought it 
advisable to withhold information 
until the accountants could make 

examination.

CHICAGO, May 24.—Warrants for tre 
arrest of the managers of three of Uhi- 
cago'’s larges* hotels will be asked t»- 
morrow, it was learned today, on 
charges of violating the State law re- 
quiring saloons to remain closed on Sun- 

day. 

Investigators for the Chicago Citizens’ 
Committee, an organization trying to 
bring about the enforcernent of the sun- 
day closing law, procured evidences of 
violations yesterday. Two iarge hotels 
kept their bars closed as a result of a 
warning issued by the committee. 

Charlies E. Merriam, a professor at the 
University of Chicago, and member of 
the City Council, was prepared to inlio- 
duce in the Council today an ordinance 
forbidding the sale of spirituous liquors 
in Chicago. If the measure should be- 
come a law, nothing could be served at 
bars here except beer, light wines and 
nonalcoholic drinks.

Two suits against A. H. Kuhs, mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Board of Eud- 
cation, one brought by Dr. L. M. Ottofy 
and nine other citizens to oust him from 
the board and the other brought in the 
name of Herman Mauch, President of 
the board, to oust him and require him 


to make restitution of $11,500 profit al- 
leged to have been made on the sale tu 
the board of a school site at San Fran- 
cisco avenue and King’s highway, went 
to trial in Judge Shields’ court today. 
The cases are not consulidated, but evi- 
dence heard by Judge Shields will be ap- 
plied to each and a verdict rendered in 
each. 

EE. M. Grossman, attorney of the School 
Board, is assisted in the trial by C. Or- 
rick Bishop, Assistant Circuit Attorney, 
who acts for the 10 citizens who brought 
Custer suit. 

The first witness was John M. Shep- 
pard, a real estate agent, who has a 
cesk in the real estate office of A. H. 
fKuhs & Son, at 1001 Chestnut street, who 
“got busy” at the suggestion of A. J. 
b.uhs, son of A. H. Kuhs, when the lat- 
ter mentioned that the School Board 
wanted a site, and handled the deal by 
which the $11,500 profit was made. 

Neighbor Mentioned Property. 

Sheppard testified that he first became 
acquainted with the property in July, 
1914, when another real estate man, a 
neighbor, called his attention to it. The 
witness said he discussed it with A. J. 
Kuhs, who was the active man of the 
firm, with a view to subdivision. 

Asked when it first came to his know)l- 
edge that the School Board was in the 
market for a site, he said he thought 1! 
was in December, 1914. 

“A. H. Kuhs was talking with his 
son in a business way,” he said. “I 
was close by. He said the board was in 
the market for a site in North St. 
Louis. Young Kuhs said. ‘Get busy.’ I 
told him I had one of the cheapest 
places in the city at King’s highway 
and San Francisco. He agreed. His fa- 
ther said nothing.”’ 

“What did you understand by ‘get 
busy?’ asked Attorney Grossman. 

“Well, to see the School Board.’’ 

Sheppard said he had had no con- 
versation about a division of the pro- 
ceeds. All of his dealings were with 
the younger Kuhs. It was always 
understood, he said, that in all deals 
the commission was to be _ divided 
equally. It had always been that way. 
A custom had been built up that 
when they all participated in a deal 
the commissions were divided equally. 

The next day, Sheppard said, he saw 
Secretary Mason of the School Board 
and submitted to him a plan of the prop- 
erty. He had been informed that the 
owner wanted $39,000 and he so informed 
Mason. He learned later that the owner 
would consider a lower price and of- 
fered McNair & Harris $27,500 for it, put 
up as earnest money a cashier's check 
for $100 and later put up $400 more 
earnest money, bought the property for 
$22,600 and sold it to the School Board 
for $34,000. 


Told A. J. Kuhse of Price Paid. 

Sheppard told A. J. Kuhs what he 
paid for the property and at what 
price he had offered it to the School 
Board and Kuhs said Sheppard would 
make a very nice profit on it. He 
did not discuss the price with August 
H. Kuhs. He thought, however, that 
he had discussed with August H. 
Kuhs the price to be paid to McNair 
& Harris. 

During January and February, the 
witness said, he had frequent consul- 
tations with A. J. Kuhe about the 
deal, following his conversations 
with Secretary Mason. 

The morning after the board voted fu- 
vorably on the site Sheppard went to 


see Mason, who said he was ready to do 
business and offered him $34,000, which 


Continued on Page 2, Column 64.

R, Woodson of St. Joseph has 
removed from the presidency of 
the Missourt State Medica! Association, 
on a charge of unethical conduct, it was 
learned today, and Dr. C. B. Clapp of 
Moberly has been elected to the office 
of president in his place. Dr. Wood- 
s0n, who is a brother of Judge Woodson 
of the State Supreme Court, was elected 
president at the State association's 
meeting in St. Joseph, May 10, and Dr. 
Clapp was elected vice president at that 
time. 

Members of the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety, at Saturday night's meeting, were 
informed that the Executive Commit- 
tee of the State association took this 
action at a meeting at the St. Louls 
headquarters, 3525 Pine street, May 15. 

The charge against Dr. Woodson, 
which was brought immediately after 
his election, and which the Executive 
Committee heard and sustained, was 
that he caused an advertising notice, 
stating his specialty, to be published in 
a St. Joseph newspaper. The nitie is 
said to have been in the form of a pro- 
fessional card, bearing his name, his of- 
fice address and his specialty, nervous 
diseases. 

It was the last-named feature of the 
notice which caused the organization to 
take action against Dr. Woodson. 
There is no particular objection, from 
the standpoint of medical ethics, to the 
publication of a card atating a pbysi- 
clan's office address, office hours and 
telephone number, but when he states 
|his specialty a breach of strict ethics 
j is eommitted, as it is held that he thus 
| proclaims himself espectally skilled in 
the treatment of certain diseases. This 
is according to the code of ethics of the 
American Medica] Association. 


RUSSIAN SHIP 
Th 1400 MEN 
REPORTED SUNK 


Berlin Hears Winteleimon, Ar- 
mored Man of War, Was 
Lost in Black Sea. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, May 
24.—The todav 
gave out the following: 

“According to a Bucharest dispatch, 
the Russian armored man of war Win- 
teleimon has been sunk with 140 men 
in the Black Sea.’ 

The dispatch may refer to the Russian 
battleship Panteleimon. The warship is 
put down in naval reference books as 
having a complement of about 740 men. 
Tn times of war, however, this number 
might be increased considerably. The 
Panteleimon was bullt in 1897. She was 
378 feet long. Her displacement was 12,- 
582 tons. She carried four 12-inch guns, 
16 6-inch, four 38-inch, six 3-poundersa 
and five torpedo tubes.

ROME REPORTS 


ENEMY SniPS AND 
FLIERS BEATEN OF 


Dual Monarchy Strikes First Blow 
With Attempted Bombardment of 
the Arsenal at Venice and of Cities 
Along Eastern Coast of Italy for 
350 Miles. 


PARIS, May 24.—A telegram from Basel states that the Wolff 
Agency announces Germany has declared war against Italy and 
recalled Prince von Buelow, her Ambassador at Rome. 


ROME, May 24.—An attack today by Austrian aeroplanes and 
warships on the eastern coast of Italy, along the Adriatic, is an- 
nounced in an official statement from the war office. Venice, 
Porto Corsini, Ancona, Barletta and Gesi were the objects of the 
attack, extending along the coast for 350 miles. The attacks were 
heaten off. The statement follows: . 
‘It was foreseen that on the declaration of war offensive actions 
would occur against our Adriatic Coast, with the purpose of seeking 
moral effect rather than attaining a military purpose. But we were able 
to prepare for these and render their duration short. 
‘Small maval units of the navy, especially destroyers and torpedo am... 
boats, fired upon our Adriatic coast on May 24, between 4 and 6 o'clock 
in the morning. At the same time aeroplanes attempted to attack the 


arsenal at Venice. 
Italian Aeroplanes and Dirigible in Attack. 

‘‘The enemy's ships, after a very short cannonade, were forced by 
our torpedo boats to withdraw. The enemy’s aeroplanes were fired upom 
by our anti-aircraft artillery and attacked by our aeroplanes and by 8 
dirigible flying over the Adriatic. 

‘‘The aeroplanes attacked Porto Corsini which replied immediately 
and obliged the enemy to quickly retire. At Ancona, where the attack 
was directed especially against the railway line in the intention of in- 
terrupting communication, slight damage was inflicted which can be 


ee 


repaired easily. 

‘(At Barletta an attack was made by a scout steamer and de- 
stroyers which were put to flight by one of our ships which was escorted 
hy torpedo boats. Finally at Gesi, the enemy's aeroplanes attempted 
to throw bombs on the hangars, but without reaching the mark. Al 
other news of operations last night has no foundation.’’ 

From Venice, at the head of the Adriatic to Barletta it is 350 miles, 
Barletta is 125 miles north of the Strait of Otranto, the southern entrance | 
of the Adriatic. Granted that the aeroplanes started from Triest or Pola, 
they did not have more than 80 or 90 miles to travel to reach Venice. Porto 
Corsini s the port of Ravenna, and about 68 miles south of Venice. Ancona 
is another seaport on the Adriatic, 185 miles northeast of Rome and abous 
140 miles south of Venice in an air line. 

The news of the attacks was received in Rome with a sense of relie® . 
for the reason that it showed hostilities had been opened by Austria- Hungary. 

It'is evident that the Italian people are standing firm, and there are 
many indications of their discipline and high spirits. Even those who 
for reasons of principle are opposed to war have asked to be permitted te 


serve their country in the ranks of the redcross. 


Austrian Patrol Driven Back im First Skirmish. 

The first skirmish of the war, after Italy's formal declaration, delivered 
bv the Italian Ambassador in Vienna Sunday, occurred at Forcellini df 
Montozz0, in which an Austrian patrol was driven back over the border by 
the Italian Alpine chasseurs. The fighting was in the pass between Point df 
Legno and Pejo in the western part of the Trent district. 

The delivery of the note to Austria was the final siep which ended the 
negotiations hetween the two countries. .t was presented to Baron Burian 
von Rajecz, the Austro-Hungarian Forcign Minister, by the Duke of Avarna, 


who, at the same time requested that his passports be delivered to him. 
Word came at the same time that Marquis di Correni, Italian Ambas 


sador to Turkey, and his staff, are leaving Constantinople. 

Details concerning Italy’s declaration of war against Austria-Hungary 
were given by Foreign Minister Sonuino yesterday afternoon at a Cabinet 
council which lasted three hours. He told also of communications sent te 
the allies and to neutral nations. Diplomatic relations between the Vatican 
and the belligerents also were discussed. 


Italian Staff to Co-Operate With Allies’ Commanders. 


Baron Sonnino referred particularly to the relations between Italy and 
Germany, expressing the belief that the latter would declare war as séon 
as official information wag received regarding Italy’s action against her 
ally. The council did Soueuae questions, as they have been 
entrusted entirely to the general staff, which will work in harmony with 
the commanders of the allies’ forces. 7

Austrians Destroy Railway. 

Austrian troops have torn up a sec- 
tion of the track of the railroad run- 
ning between Vosnio and Malbor- 
ghetto, dynamiting one bridge and 
destroying another by shell fire, ac- 
cording to a special dispatch from 
Verons. The Austrians have retired 


behind their fortifications on the 
frontier of Trent. 


Forty thousand Tyrolean, Ruthenian 
and Bohemian troops have arrived at 
Trent. The police of that city are said 
to have arrested 40 persons of pro-Ital- 
fan sympathies. Twenty others, includ- 
ing two priests, have been taken into 
custody at Bovereto. Signor de Biasi, an 
Italian who formerly was a member of 
the Austrian Parliament, and his 
brother, were arrested at Ala and sent 
to Bohemia as hostages. The Bishop of 
Trent has declared he will remain in the 
city as long as a single building re- 
mains standing. 

The mountains along the frontier from 
Val Adige to Val Sugana are swarming 
with Austrian soldiers. The frontier line 
has been outlined with an elaborate sys- 


tem of barbed wire entanglements, 
through which electric currents can be 
passed. 


The city hall at Avio has been de- 
stroyed, but the family of the Mayor 
escaped across the Italian frontier. 

Lieut.-Gen. Codorna, chief of the Ital- 
fan General Staff, left Dome for the 
front at 9:15 o'clock last night. 

Prince Collona, Mayor of Rome, has 
resumed his post in the army as a Major 
of cavalry and started for the front, 
where his three sons have preceded him. 

About half of the aldermen of Rome, 
pt is estimated, have re-entered the army 
and two-thirds of the members of the 
Municipal Council have volunteered for 
tailitary duty. 

Cheers for King and Army. 

Enthusiastic demonstrations in favor 
of the war continue throughout Italy. 
In Florence, Venice, Genoa, Milan and 
the other large centers, crowds throng 
the streets cheering for the King and 
the army. 

King Victor Emmanuel has signed a 
patriotic appeal to the people, extolling 
the glories of his ancestors and explain- 
ing the necessity of liberating their 
brethren who are ‘“‘groaning under Aus- 
trian slavery.’ 

The King has ordered all the roynl 
Princes holding commands to start im- 
mediately for the front.

“My Business Is to 
Kill Germans,” Fisher’s 


View of Cabinet Crisis 
LONDON, May 24. 


cf RNOLD WHITE, a_ well-- 
known publicist, writes to 
the Daily Express today, 


saying that if Lord Fisher is to re- 
turn to the Admiralty ‘‘it will be 
on his own terms.’ 

White says he told Lord Fisher 
that he had broken up one Cabi- 
net and asked him if he was g0- 
ing to break up a second. To this 
Lord Fisher is quoted as having 
said: 

“What are Cabinets to me? My 
business is to kill Germans enough 
to prevent Germany from winning 
this war. To kill Germans is the 
affair of seamen and soldiers, not 
of Parliaments and Cabinets. 
Therefore, I will work with neither 
Churchill nor Balfour as the head 
of the Admiralty.” 


Weber of Trieste who. notwithstanding 
his German name, was an ardent Ital- 
ian, enlisted in the French army, when 
the war began. He was taken prisoner 
by the Germans and when it WAas 
learned that he had resided in Trieste, 
he was handed over to the Austrian au- 
thorities and was hanged at Linz. 

The population of the town of Trent, 
one of the Austrian strongly fortified 
towns, has been reduced one-fifth. Dur- 
ing the last two days, the inhabitants 
have been terrified by the explosion of 
mines, with which the military author- 
ities were destr>ying houses, bridges and 
everything within the fortified zone that 
might interfere with future artillery ac- 
tions. The remainder of the residents 
of Trent have been notified to be in 
readiness to depart instantly. 

According to the Giornale d'Italia, the 
problem concerning the diplomats ac- 
credited to the Vatican has been solved 
satisfactorily. The Austrian and Ger- 
man diplomats, ignoring the situation in 
Italy, will depart, as if they were mere- 
ly taking their summer vacations before 
the regular time. It had been urged by 
some that the Italian Government move 
energetically with respect to these diplo- 
matic representatives and by others that 
the Vatican resist any effort to force 
them to withdraw. But these extreme 
measures failed and thus the law of 
guarantees remains untouched. 

From Germany come reports that con- 
siderable resentment is felt in officia: 
quarters there against what is alleged 
to be the obstinacy of the Austrian 
diplomacy responsible for the failure of 
the negotiations with Italy, initiated by 
Prince von Buelow, the German Ambas- 
sador. The suggestion had even been 
made that Austria should be left alone 
to fight Italy, but pledges taken by the 
German general staff and by the Ger- 
man Emperor personally with Emperor 
Francis-Joseph resulted in the triumph 


of those advocating Austro-German 
solidarity, even in a new war against 
Italy.

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HOW FRENCH TOOK 
LORETTE HEIGHTS 


Troops Charged Over Entangle- 
ments and Into Trenches 
Protected by Rapid-Firers. 


PARIS, May 2.—‘‘The capture Jy 
French troops of the German works at 
Blanche Voie (the White Way) the eve- 
ning of May 21, marked the victorious 
conclusion of our offensive on the ‘Mas- 
sif de Lorette,’’’ is the opening sen- 
tence in the report of the French semi- 
official eyewitness of conditions at the 
front, as given out in Paris today. 

*‘Loretteborg is a word which for the 
last six months has appeared often in 
the correspondence of the German sol- 
diers,”’ the eyewitness continues. “The 
imperial general staff attached verv 
great importance to the possession of 
these heights. To conquer, defend and 
retake, the German soldiers have re- 
ceived a formal order which was so ex- 
pressed as to make it operative until 
the last man was killed. 

‘In spite of the unusual difficulties of 
the ground and the desperate resistance 
of the enemy, we triumphed, The De 
Lorette was a great battle and ended 
in complete victory. In this part of the 
front fighting has been going on unin- 
terruptedly since October, 1914.”’ 

Continuing, the eyewitness recalls the 
leading incidents since last October, re- 
ferring, among other things, to the 
French withdrawal March 3, 1915, after 
an heroic defense. Finally, on March 
15, the French began to get the upper 
hand in their offensive movements. 

Thousands of Dead. 

“Thousands of dead testified to the 
desperate nature of the contest,"’ the 
eyewitness goes on to say. ‘‘Facing the 
French was a formidable organization; 
lines of trenches reinforced by sacks 
of earth and cement and further pro- 


tected by a double and triple system) 


of barber wire entanglements and other 
defenses, the whole protected by quick- 
firing guns. At various points heavy ar- 
tillery, carefully concealed, had been 
placed, 

“To overcome these obstacles, we 
carefully prepared our attack, multiply- 
ing our trenches and placing our heavy 
artillery in the rear. 

“The division charged with the at- 
tack on Lorette comprised three regi- 
ments of infantry and three battalions 
of chasseurs.”’ 

“At 10 o'clock in the morning of May 
§ along the entire attacking front, de- 
tachments of the first line jumped from 
the trenches. Two hours later three of 
the enemy's lines were in our hands, 
but we found ourselves face to face 
with a small German force and this 
checked our attack. 

Communication Cut. 

“Our losses were serious. Telegraph 
ic communication was cut, for we were 
well within the German lines. Our 
maps could not longer guide us, for 
the artillery had made chaos of the 
branch trenches. Our progress was by 
leaps and bounds, from one shell hole 
to another. Thus we held our ground. 
Some detachments pushed further for- 
ward, but the main attack stopped at 
the fourth German line. Night set in 
without any decisive result.

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DEFENSIVE ALONG

Russian Staff Says Austro-Ger- 
man Operations Now Con- 
sist of Counter Attacks. 


PETROGRAD, May %.—Austro-Ger- 
man forces in Galicia now have assumed 
the defensive and their active opera- 
tions consist chiefly of counter attacks, 
according to an offiica! statement issuea 


last night from the headquarters of the 
general staff. Slight progress is claimed 
on the left bank of the lower San an4 
the claim is made that al! assaults by 
the Austro-German troops in the South- 
estern theater of operations were re- 
pulsed. 

“In Galicia the enemy generally has 
assumed the defense, his active opera- 
tions mostly taking the form of counter 
attacks. Between the Vistula and Prze- 
mysl we progressed slightly on the left 
bank of the lower San and repulsed four 
counter attacks on the region of Rudnik. 
Northeast of Seniawa, we dislodged the 
enemy from the village of Dobra.’’ 

In the view cf Russian military ob- 
Servers, the Russian movement upon 
Misko and the occupation of Ulanoff, 
Rudnik, Kraftza, Bourghy and Shushax 
to the westward of the upper San, seri- 
ously threatened not cnly the German 
position east of the river, but the com- 
munications to the rear at well. Co-cp- 
erating with this arms, another struorg 
Russian force to the eastward of P: tem- 
ysl is pressing against the right wing of 
this German advanced ;sition. 

Southward of Premysl, on the other 
hand, the Germans are furiously batter- 
ing the Russian front, and a very hot- 
ly contested action is being fought 
along a line of 20 miles betwean the 
Tismenitza and the Stry Fivers.

Torpedo Reported Fired at 
Relief Steamer. 

LONDON, Maj 24.—The steamer Co- 
meric, one of the Belgian Relief Com- 
mission vessels bound for Rotterdam, 
narrowly escaped a torpedo near the 
North Hinder Lightship last Thursday. 
The second mate of the steamer says he 
saw a German torpedo fired at the Co- 
meric and that it passed 30 yards in 
front of the ship.

PARIS, .May 24.—The War Office 
this afternoon, in its report on hos- 
tilities, says:

WASHINGTON, May 24.—President 
Wilson, speaking at the opening of the 
Pan-American financial conference here 
today, expressed tle hope that the Amer- 
fcas might show the world the path to 

The President was loudly ap- 
plauded by the deJegates as he entered 
the hall of the Americas in the Pan- 
American Union Building, where tho 
meetings are being held. On the plat- 
form were members of the Cabinet, while 
the audience inchaded many high Gov- 
ernment officials, in addition to the rep- 
resentatives of South and Central Amer- 
ican countries. 


At the conclusion of the President's | 


address he was applauded again. He 
remained in the hall while representa- 
tives of the differemt nations responded 
to his welcome. ° 
Presidents Address. 
President Wilson spoke as follows: 
“There can be no sort of union of in- 


* terest if there is a purpose of exploita- 


tion on the part of any person con- 
nected with a great conference of this 
sort. We are not, therefore, trying to 
make use of each other, but we are try- 
ing to be of use to one another. 

“It is very surprising to me, it is even 
a source of mortification, that a con- 
ference like this should have been so 
long delayed, that ft should never have 
oceurred before, that it should have re- 
quired a crisis of the world to show the, 
Americans how truly they were neigh- 
bors to one anothen 

“Tf there is any one happy circum- 
stance, gentlemen, arising out of the 
present distressing circumstances of the 
world it ig that it has revealed us to ons 
another; it has shown us what it means 
to be neighbors. And I cannot help 
harboring the hope, the very high hope, 
that by this commerce of minds with 
one another, as well as commerce in 
goods, we may show the world in part 
the path of peace. 

Way to Permgnent Peace. 

“It would be a very great thing if the 
Americas could add to the distinction 
which they already wear, this of show- 
ing the way to-peace, to permanent 
peace. The way to peace for us, at any 
rate, is manifest. It is the kind of 
rivalry which does not involve aggres- 
sion. It is the knowledge that men can 
be of the greatest service to one an- 
other and nations of the greatest service 
to one another, when the jeafusy be. 
tween them is merely jealousy of exist- 
ence and when the basis of their inter- 
course is friendship. There is ouly one 
way in which we wish to take advantage 
of you, and that is by making better 
goods, by doing the things that we seem 
to do for’each other better, if we can, 
than you do them, and so spurring you 
on, if we might, by so handsome a jea'- 
ousy. 

“IT am so keenly aware that the basis 
of personal friendship in this competi- 
tion is excellent, that I am perfectly 
certain that this is the only basis for 
the friendghip of nations, this hand- 
some rivalry, thie rivalry in which there ) 
is no dislike. This rivalry in which 
there is nothing but the hope of a*com- | 
mon elevation in great enterprises, 
which we can undertake in common. 
“ Lack of Needed Ships. 

“There is one thing that stands in. our 
way among othe you aré more con- 
versant with the circumstances than I 
am. The thing I have confidently in 
mind is the physical lack of means of 
communication, the lack of vehicles, the 
lack of ships, the lack of established 
routes of trade, the lack of those 
things which are abgolutely necessary if 
we are to have true commercial and

The 
President stood with Secretary Bry- 
an, Secretary McAdoo and Secretary 
Daniels and warmly greeted each 
délegate as.they passed through the 
red room, The President was accom- 
panied by military and naval aids 
in dress uniform. The, Marine band 
played patriotic music. After passing 
through the east room, the red room 
and the blue room, the visitors were 
shown to the historic south portico 
and later the President and members 
of the Cabinet sat with the delegates 
for a photograph. 

For six days delegates from 18 South 
and Central American countries wil! 
present to representatives of the Wash- 
ington Government and of the principal 
banking, commercial and industrial en- 
terprises of the United States their 
needs and their plans to make a closer 
union of interests and commerce. 

After a banquet Saturday night, the 


delegates will be pyt aboard a special 
train and taken on a 15-day tour of the 
principal manufacturing and commer- 
cial cities, east of the Mississippi.

The ‘entrance of Italy in the world 
war, which began last August, wings 
the number of states engaged in the 
conflict up to 11. Italy, allied with 
Germahy and Austria-Hungary since 
‘882 im the Triple Alliance, was called 
upon last summer shortly after the as- 
fussindtion of the Austrian Crown 
Prince. at Sarajevo, Bosnia, to support 
the Germanic empires. She declined and 
there began a series of diplomatic ne- 
gotiations which soon resolved them- 
selves into ‘efforts on the part of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary to induce 
Italy to remain neutral. 

Pringe von Beulow, an astute German 
statesman, whose wife is an Italian 
woman, was sent to Rome with in- 
structions to do his utmost. to save the 
situation. He labored indefatigably for 
months, but in vain. He offered Italy

the price of her neutrality, but her 
enswer was always “It is not enough.” 
it now appears that Austria did not 
really believe that Italy woul@ enter the 
field against her. 

In the meantime there had arisen in- 
stantly a war partly led by “‘Irreden- 
tists," which made its voice heard in 
no uneertain terms. Dispatches from 
Rome for months have indicated that 
the sentiment for active participation 
in the war was stronger by far than 
that on the side of continued neutral- 
ity. 

People Demantied War. 

The cabinet of Premief Salandra re- 
signed early in May. This was the sig- 
nal for violent demonstrations in many 
of the important cities of the kingdom, 
all in favor of war. A wave of patri- 
otic fervor swept the country and the 
people were loud in*their demands for 
1 beginning of hostilities. Troops had 
tc be called out to-mairtain order, but 
everybody and everything which rep- 
resented continued neutrality was de- 
nounced and decried. Even relatives 
of King Victor Emanuel were hooted, 
and there was talk of revolution. The 
Emperor of Austria-Hungary was 
burned in effigy in: Rome and ex-Pre- 
mies Giolotti, leader of the Pacifioctas, 
was driven into seclusion. 

These evidences of the popular deter- 
mination had their effect. The an- 
nouncement was made that the ministry 
of Premier Salandra would continue in 
office, whereupon there was instant 
calm throughout the country. Having 
gained their point the people quieted 
down as quickly as they had risen to 
voice their determination and turned 
their faces to await the ca!!l for arms. 

For months the diplomatic exchange 
between Vienna and Rome had been 
constant, but the most persistent efforts 
of the diplomats to keep Italy out of 
the war were futile. The Triple Alliance 
was denounced ty Italy May 4, but 
even after this diplomatic endeavors 
were continued, Austria offering Italy 
further concessions as late as May 10. 


First Move Against Frontier, 
Italy's first move on land undoubtedly 
will be against the Austrian frontier. 
Great numbers of her troops are massed

The very moun- 
tainous character of the Terrain, where 
the opposing armies face each other, the 
southern part of the Austrian, Alps, 
promises operations and fighting of the 
most difficult nature. For several weeks 
the Austro-Hyngarian and the, Italian 
armies have been engaged in fortifying 
and otherwise adopting protective meas- 
ures, each on its side of the dividing 
line. 

So far as known the Italian fleet is 
mostly in the Adriatic under the con™ 
mand of the Duke of Abruzzi, who 1s 
known to many Americans through his 
visits to the United States some 10 ye4rs 
ago. It is generally believed that the 
fleet will proceed promptly against the 
naval strength of faustria in these 
watere. 4 

On the Adriatic are the Austrian ports 
of Trieste and Pola, and Fiume is in 
Hungary. The Dalmatian coast is also 
Austria's. The Dardanelles are less than 
8) miles from Southern Italy and her 
participation in the operations against 
these Turkish positions should be ex- 
pected. 

One great purpose of Italy in enter- 
the war is to gain possession of ‘‘unre- 
deemed Italy,"’ a sweep of Austrian ter- 
ritory to the north and east near the 
head of the Adriatic Sea. This region, 
which includes Trent and Trieste, is 
ftalian in all but nationality. To attain 
it has long been her cherished ambition 
The territory in dispute may be de- 
fined roughly as the sections of Austria 
south of a line drawn in the Rhaetian 
Alps. where Italy, Austria and Switzer- 
land meet, eastward to the Carnic Alps, 
and thence southward along the Italian 
Alps and again eastward so as to include 
Fiume. The first part of this territory 
forms a wedge penetrating Italy be- 
tween: Lombardy and Venetia and cut- 
ting Lake Garda, while the second por- 
tion includes the peninsula of Istria and 
runs northward to the Julian Alps be- 
tween the Tagliamento and Save Rivers. 
This territory is called ‘‘Italia Irredenta’”’ 
(unredeemed Italy) ecause it once 
formed part of the If®lian states of the 
middie ages, and because the majority 
of the people are of Italian stock: For 
the same reason the Dalmatian Islands 
are considered to be part of “Italia Ir- 
redenta.” , 
The district of the city of Trent 
known in Italy as the Trentino, once 
formed part of the Roman Colony of 
Tridentinia, which in 1027 passed un- 
der the rule of a bishop and then, after 
various changes, came into possession 
of Austria, with Lombardy and. Vene- 
tia. 

After the defeat of Austria in 1859 by 
Piedmont and France, and even after 
Piedmont had taken over Lombardy 
and the Kingdom of Italy had been 
formed in 1861, Austria continued to 
hold Venetia, until her defeat in the 
Austro- German war of 1866 gave it to 
Italy. There was left in possession of 
Austria, however, the wedge of the 
Trent district, as a menace to Italy. 

Has 1,000,000 Fire Line Troops. 

The territory to the eastward which 
Italy desires is made up principally of 
Istria. In early days a part of the re- 
public of Venice, it passed to Austria, 
together with Dalmatia, with the aboli- 
tion of the republic in 1797. In 1806 Aus- 
tria was compelled by Napoleon to cede 
Istria to France, but in 1813 Austria 


Aside from the Dalmatian Islands, the 
territory sought by Italy includes about 
8000 square miles, with more than 1,000,- 
(00 inhabitants. 2 ; 

When the great European war began 
Italy’s army was considerably below 
the normal! peace footing, estimated at 
300,000 men. Almost half of these troops 
were in Tripoli. Three classes of men 
were called to the colors immediately 
and others were summoned from time 
to time, until now the active, or first 
line army, numbers more than 1,000,000 
men of all arms. 

The age limit of military service in 
Italy is 32. Men between that age and 
4. from the territorial army, consisting 
of eight classes, amounting to about 
1,150,000 second line troops. There als9 
are about 1,000,000 men trained, but ex- 
empt from military service, who, in 
case of urgent necessity, could be called 
to arnts. Volunteer corps likewise could 
be formed, so that Italy’s total war 
strength, including resources of all 
kinds, is figured at about 4,000,000 men. 

In eight months she has spent $400, 
000,000 in military preparations. Profit- 
ing by the lessons of the war to dat-, 
particular attention was paid to arti!- 
lery and her equipment in this arm, 
from machine guns to navy pieces, is 
said to be unexcelled in 
armies.

LEON W. QUICK’S $100,000 
LIBEL SUIT DISMISSED 


Petition Filed in 1913 Charged Voters’ 
League Had Unfairly Criticised ‘ 
His Official Record. 

The $100,000 libel suit of Leon W. Quick 
against 10 members of the Municipal 
Voters’ League, which was filed in 
March, 1913, was dismissed by Quick’s 
attorney this morning in Circuit Judge 
Henning’s court, where a jury had been 
summoned to try it. The costs of the 
case will be assessel against Quick. 
Most of the defendants were present in 
court with their attorney, John F. 
Green, when the motion for dismissal 
Was made. 

Quick’s petition charged that the 
Voters’ League a few days prior to the 
city election in March, 1913, issued a 
pamphiet in which his record as’ City 
i Teasurer was unfairly criticised. 

The petition also stated that Quick 
was unfairly charged with having en- 
deavored, while a member of the City 
Funds Commission, to have funds de 
posited in the Washington National 
Bank while he was president and a 
stockholder in the institution. The bank 
is no longer in existence. 


Records of the Comptroller’s office, 
during Quick’s term, and books of the 
Washington National Bank had been 
brought into court at Green’s request. 
Former Mayor Kreismann and Benjamin 
Taussig, former Comptroller, who held 
office during Quick’s term, were in court 
to testify for the defense. 

The defendants named in the suit were 
Alexander Galt, Walter Birge, William‘ 
A. Block, Benjamin H. Charles, Dr. Cari 
Barck, Frank P. Crunden, Fred B. Bis- 
man, E. V. P. Schneiderhahn, FE. A. Hil- 
denbrandt and Luther Ely Smith.

TO SURRENDER SHOT 
DOWN BY GERMANS 


British Eyewitness Tells How 
Prussian Artillery Squad Killed 
Several Hundred Men. 


a 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, May 2%.—The British “eye- 


witness’ at the army headquarters in 
France explains in a descriptive account 


dated May 21, that the British 
during the first part of the week con- 
sisted almost entirely in consolidating 
and expanding the ground gained in the 


attack of Sunday last to the north of 
La Bassee. In this they were success- 
ful. 

In the attack on May It, he says, the 
Germans who held on to the ground 
between the Salients won by the Brit- 
ish to the south Richebourg La Voue 
4and north of Festubert, pressed on three 
sides and subjected to cross fire and 
continuous bombing, reached the limit 
of their endurance and more than 30) 
surrendered. The British having, thus 


action 


EL. | joined hands, pressed the Germans still 


further to the eastward, forcing them 
out.of one post after the other. Pntire 
groups have surrendered, 

The British official describes the 
scene, mentioned in the official report 
at the time, ‘of German artillery fire 
being directed on their own men who 
were offering to surrender near Ferma 
Cour de la Boue. 

Fire on Own Men. 
“Desperate fighting,’”’ says the narra- 
tive, “wag going on in front of this 
farm when the remains of a battalion of 
Saxons, which, it appears, had been 
hastily brought down from farther 
north, was thrown into the fighting. 
Having decided to surrender en bloc, 
they advanced toward our line. Not 
knowing what this mass of men implied, 
our infantry poured a hail of bullets 
into them, whereupon the survivors, 
some hundreds strong, halted, threw 
down their rifles and held up their 
hands. One of their number waved a 
white rag tied to a stick. 

“Our guns continued to fire from the 
rear, and whether our infantry, who by 
this time had had some experience in 
the treachery of the enemy, would have 
paid any attention to their signals’ is 
uncertain; but the matter was taken 
out of their hands, for as soon ag the 
Prussian infantry on the north of this 
Doint realized what their Saxon com- 
rades were trying to do, they opened a 
rapid fire from the flank, enfilading the 
mass. 

“It appears also that the news of 
what was happening must have been 
telephoned to the German artillery fur- 
ther east, which also probably was 
Prussiah, since its guns suddenly opened 
on the Saxon infantry, and under this 
combined fire most of the latter were 
very soon accounted for. 

A Strange Spectacle. 
“Among the many scenes of the war 
there probably has been no more strange 
spectacle than the masses of gray-coated 
soldiers standing out in the open, with 
hands raised, amid dead and dying, be- 
ing butchered..by thelr own comrades 
before the eyes of British infantry. 
“The fact that the victims of this 
slaughter were Saxons was a source of 
regret to us, since Saxons always have 
proved more chivalrous and less brutal 
than either Prussians or Bavarians. In 
fact, they are clean: fighters in every 
way. 

“While we were pressing forward on 
the section between our two original 
points of penetration, our troops on the 
right in front of Festubert were making 
good progress southward along the Ger- 
man trenches. The Germans were soon 
cleared out of this quarter up to a short 
distance south of Festubert, where they 
made a strong resistancé’ and checked 
our further lateral progress. 

“The fighting here was made up of a 
series of isolated desperate hand-to-hand 
combats with the bayonet and hand 
grenades and since the ‘Germans wers 
af many points outflanked and enfilac- 
ed, their losses were very heavy, for in 


.| the narrow trenches there often was no 


room to escape and the only alternatives 
were death or surrender. 

“In some places the trenches presented 
a horrible sight, being heaped with Ger- 
man corpses, many of whom had bee. 
blown to pieces by our bombardment«. 
On the’extreme right the Germans were 
pressed back along their communication | 
trenches in such large numbers that 
they occasionally formed an excellent 
mark for the machine guns of: our cwn 
line to the north of “Givergchy, which 
were able to do great executions at cer- 
tain points. 

“At.nightfall the situation roughly 
was as follows: 

“We held a continuous line, embrac- 
ing the whole German original front 
trenches, from south of Festubert to 
Richebourg L’Avoue and in many places 
possession of the whole series of hos- 
tile entrenchments with the exception 
of a few supporting points and machine 
gun posts in the rear of the zone in 
advance of our new front line: Also we 
were in occupation of various points 
from which the enemy had been dis- 
lodged. 

Much Ground Gained. 

“Thus the second day of the action 
ended in the attainment of very gub- 
stantial results by us. Not only had 
our new front been to a great extent 
straightened out and our two forces 
connected up, but the gain of 
extended latterly further to the south

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MY OFFICER 
OUTLINES PROBABLE EFFECT 
OF ITALY’S AID TO ALLIES! 
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Difficulties of Kaiser Increased 25 
—Expects an Effort to Take Vienna and 
Campaign Against Strasburg. 


Per Cent 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May %*%.—American 
military experts connected with the War 
Department are unanimous in the opin- 
ion that Italy’s entry into the war 
eventually will be of the greatest 
value to the allies. An officer, who is 
generally recognized as one of the 
foremost strategists in the United 
States, gave the Post-Dispatch this out- 
line of the probable effects the Italian 
campaign will have in swinging the bal- 

ance against Germany. 

“Unless all of our information is 
wrong,’ he said, “the difficulties of the 
Kaiser today are about 2 per cent 
greater than they were Friday. In 
other words, if the Kaiser had an even 
chance of eventually winning out before 
Italy entered the fight, the scales have 
now been swung to the allies, so that 
the allies are now a 5-to-3 bet. of 
course, this is merely a general esti- 
mate based on the law of averages. 

“There appears to be an impression in 
some quarters that Italy will be put on 
the defensive because a large German 
and Austrian force has been mobilized 
at points on the border. This theory 
may be put aside as valueless. Austria 
will be on the defensive from the begin- 
ning, except probably in some cases she 
will make a drive at Italian points for 
strategical reasons. 

Railroad Facilities Excellent. 

‘Italy has a trained army of 800,000 
soldiers who are supérior to the same 
number of Austrians and equal to the 
same number of Germans. In addition, 
she has reservists of various classes who 
bring her total fighting men up to about 
3,000,000 more. Half of this number is 
already mobilized. Undoubtedly the en- 
tire force will be in the field within #0 
days. Her railroad facilities, an element 
which may have a great bearing upon 
the campaign, are excellent. They are 
far superior to the Austrian facilities. 

“The Italian fleet; according to the in- 
tormation in the posséssion of the Navy 
Department, is in excellent condition. 
Man for man and pound for pound the 
fleet is much better than Austria’s. 

“The Italian fleet 1s now in the Medi- 
terranean. It will undoubtedly be shifted 
to the mouth of the Adriatic without de- 
lay, where it will take the place of the 
French fleet which has been keeping the 
Austrian fleet bottled up there. 

“As soon as this shift takes place the 
French fleet will doubtless go over tu 
the Dardanelles, where it will assist the 
allies. It is possible that some of the 
crews may be used as land forces in at- 
tacking the Turks from the rear. 


Probabel Italian Campaign. 
“With these points cleared up, we may 


now consider the probable Italian cam- 
paign. 

“One thing must always be borne in 
mind, that the Italian forces, after they 
have retaken the old Italian possessions 
and re-established the lines that bound- 
ed Italy in 1811, will thereafter be used 
principally in a secondary capacity. In 
other words, they will do everything 
possible to compel the Teuton alliance 
to shift its forces so that the French 
and British may make aé_ée successful 
drive into Germany. 

*‘Based upon this theory, the first im- 
portant campaign will be directed 
through the Austrian Tyrol in the di- 
rection of Vienna. I have no doubt 
that Italy will be willing to make great 
sacrifices to beat her way through these 
mountains and take Vienna if possi- 
ble. 7 

“If Bhe should make a determined at- 
tempt along this line the Austrians 
will be compelled to divert a large force 
from the other lines in the hope of pro- 
tecting the capital. The downfall of 
the capital would probably result in 
convincing the people that they might 
aS Well give up the war and let the 
Kaiser fight it out on his own lines. 

“This, of course, is problematica] 
only, but it is one of those peculiar 
probabilities that somé time play a tre- 
mendous part in ihe prosecution of a 
war. 

“While one force is attempting tv 
make its way to Vienna, it is probable 
that a second force may be swung.over 
the French border at a point in the vi- 
cinity of Turin and be directed against 
Germany's southern border in the vi- 
cinity of Strasburg. 

“If 500,000 men should be taken over, 
the French territory near the Swiss bor- 
der and suddenly attack the extreme 
end of the German line, it might resul: 
evéntually in turning the line. 

“This is a problem that has already 
réceived serious consideration and it 
may loom up as a tremendous factor in 
the war. If such an army was sent 
across Southern France in this manner 
the Kaiser would be compelled to shift a 
large force from one of his principal 
lines, with the result that it would be 
weakened accordingly. 

“Of course, the part that Italy will! 
play in the war has already been com- 
pletely. worked out with the British and 
French War Offices and I think you 
will find that every movement is made 
in accord with a well-defined general 
line of campaign. 

Assistance Against the Turks. 
“Assuming that 1,000,000 men will be 
occupied in the campaign along the 
Fréench-German border and the cam- 
paign to Vienna, I think it highly prob 
able that a third army of Itallans wil) 
have the pleasure of assisting in driving 
the Turks from Europe. Undoubtedly 
an army of 500,000 or thereabout will be 
mobilized at Brindisi and take trans- 
ports for the Gallipolian Peninsula 
where it will reinforce the allied arm) 
of 20,0600, so that the fall of Constanti- 
nople will be assured without great de- 
ay. ‘The inability of the allied fleets to 
get through the lines of forts on the 
shorés of the Dardanelies unless at great 
expense in ships and lives appears to be 
fairly well established. 

“Constantinople eventually will fall 
before an army, just as every great 
fortified city in the world has fallen. 
wey WHI De repeated again, as it |

has been every time a fleet has at- 
tempted to destroy first-class land bat- 
teries. A navy without an army simply 
cannot turn the trick. 

“At this point another interesting fac- 
tor must be taken into consideration. 
What secret agreements have been 
made between the allies and Kumania 
in reference to her future position? I! 
know nothing of the politics involved in 
the case, but if Rumania has agreed to 
it 
is highly probable the Italian cam- 
paign has already been worked out in 
connection with Rumania. 

“If the Balkan kingdom decides to 
take up arms against her neighbor, it 
is fair to assume that Austria will be 
completely crushed. Rumania has the 
benefit of a long Austrian border and 
an excellent army. 

“If she enters the war Austria’s dif- 
ficulties will be increased greatly be- 
cause of the tremendous border she will 
be compelled to defend. Now, if Ru- 
mania joins the allies, urdoubtedly the 
Rumanian, Servian and Italian armies 
will make a join attack across the Aus- 
trian border.

Star’s Lowest; Post- Dispatch 
Only Bidder Making Full 
Circulation Statement. 


The St. Louis Star was the low bidder 
for the city printing in English when 
bids were opened today by Supply Com- 
missioner Thomas. The Star bid 6 
cents a line—the same as last year— 
and made affidavit to having a circula- 
tion in excess of 3000, which is the le- 
gal requirement. 

The Post-Dispatch was the only bidder 
submitting a sworn statement of circu- 
lation. For Mondays, Tugsdays and 
Wednesdays the Post-Dispatch bid 22 
cents a line, and for Thursdays, Fri- 
days and Sundays, 2 cents a line. 

W. C. Steigers, business manager of 
the Post-Dispatch, submitted with his 
bid an affidavit stating the average 
daily circulation of the Post-Dispatch 
for the first four months of this year 
was 204,956, and that the average Sun- 
day circulation was 350,090. 

The Star bid 9 cents a page 
pamphlet and ordinance printing, and 
the Post-Dispatch 75 cents. Supply 
Commissioner Thomas has not decided 
whether he will separate the pamphlet 
and ordinance contract from the news 
paper printing. 

St. Louis Times’ Bid. 

The St. Louis Times, on an affida- 
vit merely that it had a circulation in 
excess of 3000, submitted a bid of 10 
cents a Hne for the city printing, and 
% cents a page for the pamphlet and 
ordinance printing. Neither the Globe- 
Democrat nor the Republic submitted 
bids. 

The Westliche Post submitted the low- 
est bid for the city printing in Ger- 
man. It bid 6 cents a line, the same 
as last year, and made affidavit to a 
circulation in excess of 3000. 

The printing contracts were awarded 
last year to the Star and Westliche- 
Post at 6 cents a line. The contracts, 

under the old charter, were received by 
the City Register and awarded by the 
City Council. Under the new charter 
the Supply Commissioner has the au- 
thority to receive the bids and award 
the contract.

All but One of the Important 
College Track Events Are 
Scheduled This Week. 


This is the big week in athletic circles 
for many sections of the country, includ- 
ing St. Louis and Missouri. At Colum- 
bia, next Saturday, the Missouri Valley 
conference track and field championships 
will be decided, while in St. Louis on 
the same date the postponed Colum- 


bian Athletic Club games will be neld. 

The local interscholastic track and 
field meet will also be held Thursday 
of this week at Francis Field. In the 
East, at Philadelphia, on Friday and 
Saturday, the Eastern intercollegi- 
ates, the blue ribbon event of the 
year, will be decided. 

The season's college athletic close 
will not come until June 6, when the 
Western Conference athletic meet 
will be held at Urbana. On this date, 
at St. Louis, the Western District A. 
A. U. meet will be held at St. Louis, 
followed June 12 by the Central A. 
A. U. fBames at Chicago. 

The Valley meet this year, as told 
before, will lack the zest that out- 
side competition has lent it for the 
sast two seasons. Hereafter the Val- 
ey meet will be confined strictly to 
conference athletes. The restrfetion 
this year means that Missour! will 
win the title, almost to a certainty, 
after which Simpson, Floyd, Niedorp 
& Co. will go to the Big Nine games, 

According to Saturdav’s showing, 
Chicago has the Big Nine event fairlv 
well in hand, with Wisconsin as a 
dangerous rival. Minnesota {is out- 
classed, according to its poor display 
against the Badgers. 


Cornell a Hot Tip. 


The fortieth Eastern college cham- 
pionships this year will also be strict- 


ly an Atlantic seaboard affair. For- 
merly the Pacific Coast university 
teams broke up Eastern calculations. 
This vear Cornell has shown the best 
team in the East, although the Crim- 
son athletes crowded them rather 
closely in a recent dual meet. 

At least four intercollegiate records 
are in danger in the _ intercollegiates. 
The marks that may be erased are the 
440-yard dash, in which the record is 
now 48 seconds; the running high jump, 
in which the mark is 6 feet 3% inches: 
the hammer throw, which has remained 
at 164 feet 10 inches for 13 years, and the 
two-mile run, in which Hoffmire of Cor- 
nell made a new record of 9:28 4-5 last 
year. All of these records already have 
been either beaten, equaled or so near- 
ly approached that the even competi- 
tion which the big meet will furnish 
may result in new figures all around. 
There is something more than an even 
chance that new records will also be 
made in the half mile and broad jump. 


Meredith’s Honors Are in Danger 


When Willcox won the quarter mile in 
the Yale meet in 48 seconds flat he be- 


came a serious contender with Ted 
Meredith, the Pennsylvania flyer, for 
the honor of being America's fastest 
quarter-miler. Meredith has never run 
440 yards this fast, largely because he 
has never been compelled to do it. Will- 
cox will make him run to the Hmit, and 
the chances are that one of these men 
will not only better the existing record 
of 48 seconds, but equal or lower Maxey 
Long’s world mark of 474-5 seconds. 

There isn't any question but that Alma 
Richards of Cornell can beat Moffet's 
intercollegiate mark of 6 feet 8% inches 
in the high jump, because he has done 6 
feet 4 inches twice this year and once 
§ feet 5 inches. There is even a possi- 
bility that Oler of Yale can better Mof- 
fet's mark. 

The hammer throw record is certainly 
at the mercy of H. P. Bailey of Maine 
John de Witt of Princeton made this 
mark in 1%2, when he did 164 feet 10 
inches. Bailey has repeatedly bettered 
this mark, and he ought to do it easily 
in this meet. When there are half a 
dozen two-mile runners covering this 
distance in close to 9:30, a meeting be- 
tween them is quite likely to be pro- 
ductive of time close to 9:3, or possibly 
faster. 


Kraenzlein Record May Fall. 


It would be a bold prediction to make that 
any of the present generation of college men 


ean better the intercollegiate mark of 24 
feet 4% inches for the broad jump made by 
A. C. Kraenzlein of Pennsylvania in 1899. 
But this year’s crop of broad jumpers is the 
best since Kraeenziein’s uay. 

There will be four men in this event who 
have beaten 23 feet. They are Worthington 
and Nordell of Dartmouth, Richards of Cor- 
nell and Oler of Yale. Oler has done the 
best to date, for recently he leaped 28 feet 
ll inches. It should be remembered that 
the present year is the first that Oler ever 
tried this event.

He did 
his work and got his reward, financial] 
and spiritual. Most persons probably 
will want to know first about the moéne- 
tary compensation. 

So far as can be ascertained, Sun- 
day’s compensation was close to $25,000. 
It may be pushed above that figure 
by checks sent privately and last-min- 
ute donations. The exact amount will 
be announced today. At his last pre- 
vious stand, in Philadelphia, where he 
worked with the unrighteous for ll 
weeks, he got $53,000. Someone of a 
mathematical turn of mind figured out 
that for the 18 weeks he spent in the 
Quaker City and Paterson his income 
—the free-will offering of those who 
attended his services—was $74.75 a 


day. It is estimated that Sunday’s total 
receipts in all his campaigns have 
reached $615,000. 
17,000 “Trail Hitters.” 
The total attendance in the seven 


weeks in Paterson, with two meetings 
every day but Monday, and three each 
Sunday, was 775,000. The number of 
‘trail hitters’’ ie estimated at 17,000. Of 
these, up to Saturday night, 12,860 
signed cards pledging themselves to at- 
tend a church. 

The expense of building the tabernacle 
and paying for the maintenance of the 
Sunday party during its stay in Pater- 
son ‘was $31,482.17. Subsequent takings 
were turned over to charities. These 
sums totaled $6258.78. 

While Paterson handed over a large 
amount of money to Billy and his par- 
ty, clergymen say untold millions could 
not begin to pay for the religious up- 
lift they have already observed. The 
canny business men say $5,000,000 could 
not begin to purchase the “boosting” 
the town has received from one end of 
the world to the other. 

Billy and his son, George, will start 
for the West at noon today, will gath- 
er up “ma’’ and the other children in 
Sturgis, Mich., where they are visiting, 
and will then strike out for Sunday's 
big apple ranch in Rood River, Ore., 
where the evangelist will rest all sum- 
mer. 

Last Day the Biggest. 


Biggest of al! was Billy's last day in 
the Jersey town. As early as 5 o'clock 
in the morning—though the meeting was 
not to begin until 10—hundreds of men 
and women began to gather about the 
tabernacle. Still other hundreds were 
making hasty breakfasts at the lunch 
counters in wooden structures across 
the street. By 8 o'clock the place was 
nearly filled. By 9% o'clock persons 
were thronging the vestibules, hanging 
in windows, sitting in the sawdust that 
covers the earthen aisles. So tremen- 
dous was the crowd that Sunday. be- 
gan talking at 9:15. 

He did not make any appeal in per- 
son for the free will offering that wes 
to be his reward for his work. The 
Rev. James Macauley did that for him. 
An avalanche of coins, bills and en- 
velopes containing muney and checks 
poured into the tin dishpans wielded by 
the ushers.

siall the county water in our ‘homes, for which 


we. paid $1 per month for one faufet in the 
kitchen. 
extra for each room per quarter. With water at 
this price baths in the houses was out of the 
quéstion. 

All waste water from the sink runs into a nat- 
ural ravine, which flows through the alley, and 
drains the northeast part of Wellston. Now the 
Board of Health has ordered us to discontinue 
running the waste into this ravine. It is 150 feet 
from anyone’s house and empties into the city 
sewer a couple of blocks away. 
Health orders us to throw the water out at the 
door or dig cesspools. As the houses are built 
five or 10 feet apart, almost solid for two blocks, 
think what beautiful yards we would have— 
everybody throwing slop and waste water at the 
door. We like our beautiful back yards as well 
as those who live in the city. And as to cess- 
peols, the foul air comes back into the house and 
makes it much more unsanitary than if run into 
an open ravine. We have lived in the county, 
paid taxes for 22 years, oil and light our own 
street, and do our part to make Wellston a place 
fit to live in, yet the county wil] not help us te 
bulld sewers or permit us to run our waste wate? 
What are we to do? 

Oh, if the city would only extend its limits an@ 
take us in. how happy we would be.

ANOTHER AUSTRIAN BLUNDER. 

Singular blindness on the part of Austria is 
revealed in the contents of the Italian Green 
Book, published exclusively in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. Austrian haughtiness, insolence, ob- 
session with her own imperial designs and in- 
capacity to understand the standpoint of others, 
were conspicuous in the attitude of Von Burian 
towards the Italian protests and demands. It was 
a striking example of the stupid diplomacy 
which has been such a vital factor in the pres- 
ent conflict. 

Italy’s demands may have been excessive, but 
whether they were or not they had a founda- 
tion in the Austro-Italian treaty and profoundly 
involved historic issues and national aspirations. 
They touched every point which made the triple 
a'liance obnoxious to the Italian people and dif- 
ficult for the Government. 

The Austrians blundered, not so much in their 
declination to grant all of Italy’s demands, but 
in their refusal or inability to see Italy’s delicate 
and dangerous position on account of the polit- 
ical, racial and national issues which deeply 
stirred the Italian people. Austria played with 
fire. She treated Italy’s protestations with con- 
temptuous disregard until induced by Germany 
tc make some concessions. 

It is creditable to the intelligence and discern- 
ment of German leaders that they saw the dan- 
ger and tried desperately to avert it. They at 
least understood Italy’s predicament and temper. 
Germany, while manfully standing by her ally, 
has reason to feel aggrieved at her folly. As 
it was Austria’s arbitrary aggressiveness that 
was the occasion of the war, so it is Austria’s 
insolence and stupidity that vastly increase its 
burdens, not alone for herself but for her allies. 

Beaten twice by Servia and saved from crush- 
ing defeat by Russia only by German’s brilliant 
and heroic aid, it is difficult to see how Austria 
can withstand the Italy onslaught. How can 
Germany, beset on every hand, spare the officers 
and the legions to defend her ally? 

Twelve nations are now at war. In Europe— 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey on one 
side; Great Britain, Russia, France, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Servia, Montenegro and Portugal on the 
other, with Japan an ally in Asia. Three more 
are on the verge of war—Rumania, Bulgaria and 
Greece. 

There is nothing left but the hope of a quicker 


and a better conclusion on account of the many 
and varied national and racial interests involved. 

So far as we are congerned, there is ground 
for hope that the increasing difficulties of the 
European belligerents may enable us to avoid 
serious trouble. They may be moved to take 
effectual steps to avoid our hostility.

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FIGHTING BATTLES WITH GASES. 

Edison is so impressed with the effectiveness of 
poisonous gases as used in recent battles, that 
he says the war will be decided by this new wea- 
pon. And the article in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, 
in which Canadian soldiers tell how it affected 
them, gives much weight to Mr. Edison’s opinion 
. It seems evident that the gases used by the 
Germans are more powerful and deadly than 
anything so far described in the textbooks on 
chemistry. They appear to be neither chlorine, 
carbonic acid gas, ammonia, fluorine, sulphur di- 
oxide or any of those well known in the high- 
school laboratory. They not only cause severe 
pain when breathed, but penetrate al] the bodily 
tissues and destroy clothing and leather. Those 
who recover are deathly sick for weeks, and 
cough up a green substance for several days after 
inhaling the poison. Their chemistry is a new 
Specialty, even the Encyclopedia Britannica 
being without any chapter regarding it. It is 
said that the gas used at Ypres had an odor of 
ether or methylated spirits.”

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GERMAN AND BRITISH MISTAKES. 

The neutrality of the United States finds little 
respect in Great Britain and Germany because 
both of the empires have been disappointed in it. 
Both presume on our friendship and each expect- 
ed to profit by it at the expense of the other. 
Both wanted a champion. 

If we had met the wishes of Germany in all 
respects, our citizens, ships and cargoes would 
not have been exposed to the murderous perils 
of submarine and aerial attack. If we had taken 
orders from London, our property at sea would 
not have been seized and tied up in British 
prize courts. 

We are under coercion from both sides—not 
to continue or strengthen our neutrality, but to 
break it down. Germany promises to cease sub- 
marine assassination of merchantmen if we will 
compel Great Britain to abandon its so-called 
blockade of foodstuffs. In other words, we are 
asked to become an ally of Germany. 

Great Britain will not interfere lawlessly with 
cur shipping if we forego, as a war measure 
against Germany, our undoubted right to trade 
with other neutral nations. To accept British 
terms would be to act practically as an ally of 
Great Britain. 

President Wilson’s note to Germany covers 
very thoroughly an important phase of this pain- 
ful controversy. Secretary Byran’s action in 
stopping the trade conferences between repre- 
sentatives of this country and Great Britain 
meets the situation in another respect. We can 
confer with nobody except upon equal terms. 

The governments of London and Berlin are 
presuming upon American sympathy. They are 
not attempting to do justice. They are looking 
for assistance. Both are mistaken. There will 
be neither sympathy nor assistance here for any 
belligerent that trespasses upon the rights of the 
United States. 
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TAX EXEMPTIONS NOT NECESSARY. 

The proposal to create a taxless zone for fac- 
tories on the river front doesn’t attract us. 

It isn’t necessary. All St. Louis needs do to 
attract business to the river/front is to provide 
facilities for doing business there economically 
—and to exhibit, in such matters as the pro- 
posed Parkway, a determination to keep the city 
growing and going forward. 

If we haven’t gumption enough to do that, 
tax exemptions won't attract new factories here. 
PRESS ABUSE OF MR. WALSH. 

John D. Rockefelier Jr., while on the stand 
before the Industrial Relations Commission, 
clashed repeatedly with Chairman Walsh. He 
refused to answer certain questions as improper 
and useless and demanded that he be accorded 
the same privilege as other witnesses. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Rockefeller should have the 
same privileges as any ordinary witness, but no 
nore. To those newspapers which seem to have 
constituted themselves guardians over Mr. 
Rockefeller the clashing will afford another op- 
portunity for abusing Mr. Walsh. The chairman 
ruay be a little impolitic at times, but he has to 
deal with unwilling, evasive, perhaps even un- 
truthful witnesses, anxious to make as good a 
case as possible for interests they represent.

Representatives of the French Gov- 
ernment at the "National Stockyards in 
East St. Louis, today began filing an 
order for 9,000 horses for ihe army.

The French already had purchased

“TAFFY TO AMMONS 


lt Was Policy of Interests to 
* “Spank” Officials Who Op- 
posed Them, Bowers Testifies. 


Ry Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May %4.—The Federa! 
Industrial Relations “Commission re- 
sumed its investigation into the condi- 
tions in the Colorado coal fields today. 
lL. M. Bowers, former vice president 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., and 
pow a member of the persona! staff of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., was the first 
witness. The commission concluded its 
examination of Rockefeller Saturday. 

Bowers testified he had nothing to do 
with the conduct of the strike in any 
way. Although he was treasurer of 
the company and chairman of the ex- 
ecutive board, he knew nothing of ex- 
penditures for arms, ammunition or 
mine guards, he said. 

Chairman Walsh quoted a letter from 
Bowers to Rockefeller, announcing a de- 
termination to ‘continue the fight 
against the strikers until our bones are 
bleached white as chalk in these Rocky 
Mountains.’"’ Bowers said he considered 
the strike a contest for “individual in- 
dustrial independence.” 


Praised Rockefeller’s Testimony. 
Walsh read another letter from Bow- 


ers to Rockefeller, praising che latter's 
testimony before the House coinmittee 
investigating the Colorado situation. 

“I believe the position you so rug- 
gedliy maintained will do more for the 
cause of the millions of laboring men 
than all the efforts of social reformers 
in as many years,’ he wrote. 

“Tt will set thousands of faltering em- 
ployes to thinking and inspire confi- 
dence and spur them to activity in op- 
posing the schemes of political, social 
and réligious demagogues, who are in 
the clutches of the labor union lead- 
ers, whose aim is to shut the open 
shops. Now for an aggressive warfare 
to 1916 and beyond for the open shop.” 

“Were the political wire pullers you 
mentidned here the members of the 
committee of Representatives of the 
people, acting with the authority of the 
House?’ asked the chairman. 

“That is private correspondence,’ re- 
sponded Bowers. “‘That was a letter be- 
tween business friends and was never 
expected to be made public.’’ He added 
he believed “‘the committee was biased 
and was made up in a political manner 
that was not fair to those under inves- 
tigation.” 


Gave “Taffy to Ammons.” 
Walsh spoke of a letter in which 


Bowers wrote of giving ‘‘taffy’’ to Gov. 
Ammons. 

“Did your mother ever spank you anc 
then give you a piece of candy or a 
cookie?’ returned the witness. The comn.- 
mission and spectators joined in laugh- 
ter as Walsh answered: ‘‘She certainly 
aid.” 

“Well that is just what I meant.’’ 

“Then your politica] policy as a repre- 
sentative of the Rockefeller interests,’ 
asked the chairman, “is when a public 
official does not do what you want him 
to do, you spank him and when he does 
what you think is right you give him 
a plece of candy?’’ 

“That's right." 

“The whipping into line” of Gov. Am- 
mons, Bowers said, consisted of bring- 
ing every possible influence to get hi:n 
to bring out the militia to protect life 
and property. 

Baded Agreement With Farr. 

Bowers agreed with Chairman Walsh 
that Sheriff Jeff Farr of Huerfan> 
County was “the king of the county.” 
He saio he objected to Farr's politica! 
end business tactics but that the coal 
company had been for years connected 
with Farr and his organization. Under 
cross-exgmination bv ,Commissioner 
Weinstock, Bowers testified that after 
he joined the company he eliminated she 
connection with Farr. He explained that 
in the early days of the company an 
officer of the concern, now dead, or- 
ganized a partnership between the com- 
pany and Farr for the conduct of sa- 
loons in the mining canips, which were 
used as employment bureaus.

Traders Treat Italy’s Entry Into 
War as a Bullish 
Factor. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May %4.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review, 

today Savs: 

“It was \entirely in accordance with a 
common sense view of the situation that 
the stock market, after a further brief 
advance at the opening today, should 
have lapsed into an irregular movement, 
with some decided downward reactions. 

“Reflecting though it undoubtedly does 
the great fundamental influences bear- 
ing on the American position, the Stock 
Exchange also, at such a moment is 
swayed by impulse and rumor. It lent 
its ear, in Saturday’s later trading, to an 
absurdly foolish report that Vienna had 
offered new concessions and that Rome 
had accordingly reopened negotiations. 
This morning it listened with the mo- 
mentary credulity, familiar in Wall 
street, to a similar report that Ger- 
many'’s answer to President Wilson's 
note had been received at Washington, 
and was unfavorable. Needless to say, 
the one story had as much and as little 
basis as the other, but both “had some 
influence on prices. 

“Prices on the Stock Exchange opened 
at advances so considerable as of them- 
selves to excite some feeling of precau- 
tion. In a number of stocks there were 
further advances in the early trading; 
then, when moderate selling pressure de- 
veloped, either from profit-taking sales 
or from professional attacks, a sharp 
decline ensued. 

“This brought prices in early after- 
noon below the level of yesterday’s clos- 
ing. But at those low prices a counter 
movement set in, which caused a gen- 
eral recovery and left the market at ir- 
regular net changes for the day. 

Exchange Is Irregular. 

“Foreign exchahge again moved un- 
favorably today, to nearly all Euro- 
pean markets. Alike on London, Parit 
and Berlin, the rates moved fractionally 
against those cities. The rate on Italy 
was similarly adverse to that country, 
though constderably less so than on Fri- 
day, when Italy’s breach with Austria 
became inevitable. 

“Vienna exchange went to the lowest 
rate since the war began. On the other 
hand, exchange moved favorably to the 
Scandinavian markets—quite possibly be- 
cause of the financial access to Berlin 
through Italy is now cut off. 

“Among other incidents of the day, 
the wheat market lost its spirit of ap- 
prehensive strength. Today's feeling of 
the grain trade seemed to be that, while 
winter wheat has suffered very consid- 
erable damage through insects, it was 
able to endure them and still, with fa- 
voring conditions hereafter, to bring to 
harvest a crop second only to that of 
1914.
